Cause of the Wholesale Poisoning 
at Sabala, lowa.

TO BREAK JAIL. 


A Plot in the Interest of Harry Hay- 
ward Uncovered.

MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 11.—The county 
authorities admitted today that they 
had discovered a plot to affect the es- 
cape of Harry Hayward, the condemned 
murderer of Catherine Ging, from the 
County Jail.

Senator Burrows Discusses the Out- 
look in National Politics. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Oct. 11.—Senator Burrows 
of Michigan is another of the political 
leaders of the country to vote in ac- 
cordance with the sentiment that now 
seems thoroughly crystallized in favor 
of a short Presidential campaign.

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPONT., 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—The state- 
ment cabled from Madrid today to the 
effect that the United States govern- 
ment intimated to the Spanish Minister 
here that there is need of prompt aotion 
on the part of his government fn put- 
ting down the Cuban insurrection can- 
not be confirmed at the State Dcpart- 
ment. Officials would not confirm nor 
deny the report, though their manner 
indicated disapproval of its accuracy. 

It is believed quite probable that rep- 
resentations may have been made to 
Spain of the wisdom of aggressive and 
active operation against the Cuban in- 
surgents, but it is thought that . the 
United States government did not 
make these suggestions, and, if made, 
they came from Minister de Lome and 
were based on his personal observa- 
tion of the trend of sentiment in the 
United States, and his knowledge of the 
purpose of the friends of the insur- 
gents to preas their cause vigorously 
soon after the assembling of Congress. 
Senor de Lome left here today on an 
early train and no information could be 
gained from him. 

While it is true that President Grant 
did, as indicated in his message to 
Congress, entertain a belief that inter- 
vention in the then progressing fre- 
bellion in Cuba would be justifiable, it 
is also true that this view never was 
acceptable to Secretary Fish, and it has 
not secured the adherence of interna- 
tional lawyers. The whole weight of 
authority is decidedly adverse to the 
assertion by a neutral nation of a 
right to say when war between’ two 
combatants has progressed to a point 
where it must be stopped. 

It may be reealled that some such 
proposition was made during the last 
‘Stages.of the China-Japanese war, but

not nearly as long as our own rebellion. 
Whatever may have been the inspir- 
ing cause to Spanish activity against 
the insurgents (whether Minister de 
Lome’s representation, or the previ- 
ously-formed determination of the 
heads of the Spanish government,) it 
is known officially that Spain is about 
to open a campaign of far greater en- 


| ergy than any thus far taken. 


The wet season has prévented the 
movement of troops and the main- 
tenance of an aggressive campaign. 
But the dry season begins about three 
weeks hence, and this will be the sig- 
nal, it is said, for an extensive move- 
ment. A cordon consisting of a double 
line of gunboats will surround the 
island to prevent the landing of arms 
or ammunition for the insurgents, and 
without arms from outside sources, it 
is believed, they soon will be helpless. 

The new 
Cuba will not be far short of twenty. 
Several of them were recently sent 
from the United States. About twelve 
in England are now on their way. Sev- | 

eral more were constructed in Spain. 
They are very small, not much larger 
than a steam yacht, but are well-armed 
and are of such light draught that they 
can run in the “keys” that surround 
Cuba. They will form the inner cor- 
don around the island. Outside will be 
the second cordon made up of the Conde 
de Venadito and other large ships 
bt ~~ Spain has in Cuban waters. 

With the island thus cut off from 
without, Gen. Campos will look after 
the fighting within. It is said by the 
Spanish officials that this forward 
movement will change the entire as- 
pect of the conflict from one of minor 
skirmishes to extensive battles. The 
sentiment among Spanish authorities 

s that a decisive forward movement is 
pete and the coming campaign is 
relied on to meet fully the requirements 
of the situation. 

It is learned that Senor de Lome, the 
Spanish Minister, had a ghort inter- 
view with Secretary Olmey yesterday, 
in the course of which he made a state- 
ment, perhaps in answer to the Secre- 
tary’s inquiry, that operations in Cuba 
will be conducted with greater vigor 
hereafter. As the President must cer- 
tainly make some reference to the ~ 
surrection in his annual message 
Congress in December, tt is 
that Secretary Olney, upon whom he 
must rely for information, should take 
steps to gather data upon which to base 
his judgment of probable future events.

ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Oct. 11.—(Special

Secretary Lamont 
had left Washington on a special train 
for Buzzard’s Bay. Chief Justice Ful- 
ler was in Chicago, and would imme- 
diately go to Bloomington, Ill, to 
swear in Vice-President Stevenson. 
The story was laid aside in the Re- 
public office. Before half the story was 
received by the Republic’s telegraph 
operator, orders began to pour in from 
newspapers from all points of the coun- 
try. That the Republic’s leased wire 
had been “tapped” was now a cer- 
tainty. The papers that asked for a 
confirmation of the reported assassina- 
tion were informed that it was untrue 


information. Two papers replied that 
they got it from their New York ccr- 
respondents, but others failed to reply. 
The story served its purpose. An in- 
quiry is now on foot, and the thieves 
will undoubtedly be run down and the 
“leak”’ on the Republic’s private wire 
will be closed.

Neutrality Must be Observed by Co- 
lombians Toward Ecuador. 


MFGULAR PRESS REPARTO 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—A special to a 
local paper from Panama says that 
Gen. Rafael Reyes, Minister of the Gov- 
ernment, invested with civil and mili- 
tary powers, has arrived at Call, Cauca 
department. He was cordially received. 
Gen. Reyes will soon “go to his head- 
-quarters on the frontier with instruc- 
tions to maintain neutrality. He has 
issued the following proclamation: 

“Rafael Reyes, Minister of the Gov- 
ernment, in civil and military commis- 
sion, fully empowered by the national 
executive, considering that civil war 
exists in Ecuador, and that it is the 
Colombian government’s duty to define 
the situation and the frontier rights, 
decrees: 

“First—All Colombians giving aid di- 
would-be invaders of Colombia are to 
be treated as traitors. 

“Second—I command the civil and 
military authorities on our frontier to 
exact the strictest neutrality from 
their subordinates.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—By the re- 
quest of Minister Terrill for protection 
of the American missionaries in Tur: 
kéy, at the instance of the State Depart. 
ment the Navy Department has ordered 
the Marblehead to the Gulf of Iskande- 
roon, Gulf of Alexandria. Minister Ter- 
rill has telegraphed that orders had 
been issued to all provinces to protect 
Americans. 

It is,not believed that there is immi- 
nent danger of an outbreak, but the 
warship has been ordered to Turkey 
rather as a precautionary measure. 
Last summer Admiral Kirkland took 
his two ships, the San Francisco and 
the Marblehead into the same waters, 
There was no actual rioting in progress, 
but the situation had a threatening as- 
pect. Though the American warships 
could not get near the most disturbed 
provinces, the effect of their presence 
on the coast was most salutary, im- 
pressing the people, who, perhaps, 
never before had seen American men- 
of-war, with a 
power of this country. It is surmised 
that Minister Terrill feels the time is 
now opportune to revive this impres- 
sion. 

The State Department tis gratified 
with the energetic course of Mr. Terrill, 
and his dispatch indicates that he hag 
forestalled the representatives of other 
powers and secured the «compliance of 
the Po with his demand, made early 
in the week, that steps be taken to pro- 
tect Americans in provinces distant 
from Constantinople with out waiting 
until they actually have suffered out- 
rage and assault. The Marblehead 
sailed yesterday from Ville Franche 
for Naples, where she should arrive to- 
morrow at the latest. From there to 
the Levant is a distance of about four 
days, so that she will be at Alexan- 
dretta about the middle of next week. 

THE SLAUGHTER. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 10 (via So 
fia, Oct. 11.)}—It is stated upon good au- 
thority that the total number of killed; 
wounded and missing Armenians up to 
date. as the result of the recent rising, 
is over seven hundred. The Armenians 
have finally been induced to leave the 
churches and return to their homes. Ad- 
ditional advices received today from 
Trebizond, Armenia, show that the 
Mussulmans attacked the Christians’ 
quarters of that town and killed many 
Armenians.

A WOE-BEGONE CROWD. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 11.—The 
dragomans of the various embassies, 
after receiving instructions from the 
different envoys of the powers to as- 
sist the Turkish authorities in prevail- 
ing upon the Armenians to leave the 
churches in which they sought refuge 
after the outbreak, first proceeded tc 
the ArmenianChurchof Constantinople, 
The bishops and dragomans of the 
British embassy exhorted the Armen- 
ians to return to their houses, assuring 
them they had nothing to fear from 
the Turks, and the strongest assurances 
had been given to the representatives 
of the powers by the Turkish govern- 
ment that Hives and property of the 
Armenians would be protected. 

After consultation and delay’ the 
refugees declared they would not leave 
the church except on the following con- 
ditions: That amnesty be granted for 
political offenders; that they be per- 
mitted to retain the arms in their pos- 
session; that the prisons be opened for 
inspection by representatives of the 
powers, and that innocent prisoners be 
released. The dragomans refused to 
consider these propositions. Meanwhile, 
however, the Armenian women and 
children had come from the church, but 
when they noticed the men had not fol- 
lowed them they returned, weeping anid 
crying out that they would he killed if 
they returned to their homes alone. 

The dragomans, in view of the obsti- 
nacy of the Armenians, held a confer- 
ence during the afternoon with the Ar- 
menian Patriarch, after which, through 
the influence of that prelate, the evac- 
uation of the Kumakopou Cathedral 
commenced. As the refugees left the 
cathedral, the priests entered their 
hames on 2 special list while canvass- 
ers searched them. When arms were 
found upon the persons of the Armen- 
ians they were taken from them and 
deposited in the Patriarchate. The 
evacuation of the churches followed, 
the police not interfering with the 
work. In the Armenian church of Con- 
stantinople it was subsequently an- 
nounced 100 persons had sought refuge 


and 500 refugees left the Kumakopou

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 11.—The story 


of the mysterious statement of Dur- 
rant sealed in an envelope marked: 
“To be opened if I am_ convicted,” 
brought forward so prominently by 
Dist.-Atty. Barnes, . does not seem 
to worry the defendant or his law- 
yers so much as it angers them. 
Durrant himself is pot only wrathful, 
but professes to be greatly surprised at 
the conduct.of the reporter upon whose 
testimony, he thinks, the prosecution 
will rely to establish its point. 

“T do not like to say anything against 
a woman,” said Durrant, “but my dis- 
appointment is so keen that I cannot 
keep silent. The reporter has been kind 
to me in many ways; has given me re- 
peated assurances of belief in my inno- 
cence, and has often said that I had 
her prayers for a speedy termination of 
this terrible nightmare. She has _re- 
peatedly sought exprossions of opinion 
from me. Adhc.ing to an inflexible rule 
of not denying or indorsing anything, 
whether for or against me, I always 
gave her the same answer. My time 
had not come to talk. 

“At a recent call she detailed this 
dramatic yarn about my having writ- 
ten a mysterious something which I 
put'in-an envelope with a strict. in- 
‘junction, distinctly written on the eut- 
side that it be returned to me in case 
of acquittal, or opened in the event of 
conviction. These stupid stories an- 
noyed me and, realizing how much 
talk this would make, I asked her, as 
a special favor, that she make no men- 
tion of it in any way, either to press 
or prosecution.

Shipowners Complain of the Costly 
Pilotage System at ’Frisaco. 
(REGULAR ASSOUIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 11.—The Ship- 
owners’ Association has started a 
movement to do away with the employ- 
ment of pilots and the taxation on 
floating property. A letter has been ad- 


dressed to the Manufacturers’ and 


Producer’s Association, Half Million 
Club, Chamber of Commerce, Board of 
Trade and Employers’ Association ask- 
ing for the appointment of a committee 
to be called in the nee future. 

The letter sets fdrth the grievances 
of the shipowners against both the sys- 
tem of pilotage and taxation. It re- 
cites that San Francisco is the dearest 
port in the world for ships, and the lat- 
ter aré being gradually forced out uf 
the domestic trade and their places be- 
ing taken by foreign vessels. 

“There is absolutely no need for pilots 
at this day,” said Secretary Waltham 
of the association. ‘The towboats bring 
all or nearly all vessels into port, and 
the tug captains know the channel and 
harbor thoroughly. As the law now 
stands, a ship has to take a pilot or 
else pay one-half his fee for the privi- 
lege of entering port. There are about 
twenty pilots, who, out of their earn- 
ings support a pilot commission, all-of 
which comes out of the pockets’6f the 
shipowners. San Franciseo‘is the larg- 
est city in California because of

“The taxation of ships is another in- 
justice which should be done away 
with. Nearly all the American ships in 
the Atlantic hail from New York be- 
cause there are no taxes to be paid 
there. Some time ago parties were ne- 
gotiating for the building of a steei 
steamer here, to cost $100,000. They con- 
cluded that they could better afford to 
pay $120,000 in New York, on account of 
the onerous charges in San Francisco.”

THEY JEALOUS? 


CHICAGO AND SAN FRANCISCO 
MAKING FACES. 


The Tribune of the Windy City Re- 
news Ite Attack on the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad. 


That Combination with the Traffic 
Association in Alleged to be 
largely Spitework. 


President Hill Working Hard to Get 
His Deal Through—Hentington 
on a TOUr—IVes Talks Of the 
Northern Pacific Affairs. 


MEGCLAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Oct. 11.—The Tribune 
Says: “It is evident that the Southern 
Pacific Railway officiaés and the Cali- 
fornia Traffic Association do not relish 
the exposures made in the Tribune re- 
garding the combine between the 
Southern Pacific and its former arch- 
enemy, the California Traffic Associa- 
tion. Instead of Chicago being jealous 
of San Francisco, San Francisco is 
Jealous of Chicago, and to hurt this 
city the combination between the 
Southern Pacific and the California 
Traffic Association was effected. 

“While this combination may hurt 
Chicago it will certainly do no good to 
San Francisco. It will benefit nobody 
in California but the Southern Pacific. 
The business from Utah and Colorado 
to the East which they are trying to 
divert from its natural channel, and 
send backward through California and 
via New Orleans, does not even go 
through San Francisco, but is hauled 
around via Lathrop, and simply passes 
through California without giving 
California any benefit whatever. 

“It has been rumored here for some 
time past that the leading merchants 
of the California Traffic Association 
have sold out to the Southern Pacific 
for the consideration of special rates 
on their goods.” 

NORTHERN PACIFIC RECEIVERS. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—Argument 
was to have been heard by Judge La- 
combe in the United States Circuit 
Court today upon the resignation of 
Henry C. Hayne, H. C. Rouse and T. 
F.. Oakes, as receivers for the property 
of the Northern Pacific Railway Com- 
pany of this State. The Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company asked for 
the appointment of Frank G. Bigelow 
and Edward W. McHenry, who had 
been appointed first by Judge Jenkins 
in Wisconsin, and later by Judge San- 
born in Minnesota. Upon the applica- 
tion of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company and the Adams Reorganiza- 
tion Committee, Judge Lacombe ad- 
journed the hearing for a week in or- 
der to allow the applicants more time 
for preparation. 

AN IMPORTANT CONFERENCE. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—The way is 
being rapidly cleared for the publica- 
tion of the plans for the reorganization 
of the Union Pacific Railway. Today 
a conference took place between the 
representatives of prominent banking 
honses connected with the underwrfit- 
ing syndicate and the government di- 
rectors held a meeting at the office of 
the receivers. Oliver W. Mink, one of 
the receivers and personal representa- 
tive of the Ames estate, left New York 
yesterday for the West, where it is 
understood he will remain for several 
weeks on important business. 

J. P. Morgan & Co. and Kuhn, Leob 
& Co. will be the principal. members 
of the underwriting syndicate. The 
member of the last-mentioned firm says 
the agreement provides for raising $10,- 
000,000, on which 6 per cent. interest 
and commission will be allowed. The 
first Step will be the purchase of the 
defaulted coupons. The plan is ten- 
tative, pending action by the United 
States government. 

UNION PACIFIC REORGANIZERS. 
_ NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—The Reorgan- 
ization Committee in connection with 
the new organization plan for the 
Union Pacific is announced as follows: 
Gen. Louis Fitzgerald of the Mercan- 
tile Trust Company, Marvin Hughitt, 
president of the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern Railway; Chauncey M. Depew, 
president of the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railway: Jacob H.

HUNTINGTON ON A TOUR. ° 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 11.—C. P.

E. Huntington, General Manager Julius 
Kruttschnitt, Assistant General Man-

A TALK WITH IVES. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—Renewed in- 
terest is felt in Northern Pacific affairs 
on account of the return of President 
Brayton Ives and Judge Lacombe and 
the expected decision on the receiver- 
ship in the United States Court. In re- 
ply to inquiries regarding the situation, 
President Ives said to a reporter: 

“I do not regard with much concern 
the appointment of five receivers. It is 
betger to have so many, all vigilant and 
criticising each other, than that the 
railroad should be as it was in the 
hands of one set of receivers, bent only 
on doing what would serve their own 


interests. Should any one of the new 


receivers impede the prosperity of the 
road and the development of its busi- 
ness, he would meet with severe’ crit- 
icism.”’ 

President Ives says the material con- 
dition of the road is excellent. “I was 
never more impressed,” he said, “with 
the growth of the Northern 
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country out there than I am after this 
last trip west.” 

He says that when he acquires con- 
trol of the road he will see that its 
affairs are conducted on a sound basis. 
He holds that the company should be 
reorganized promptly in order that it 
may regain its prosperity and serve the 
public interests. The people along the 
road, he says, are opposed to turning 
the property over to President Hill. “I 
believe,” he said, “a ha - 
justment of things will result.” 


HILL IS A-WORKING. 


TACOMA (Wash.,) Oct. 11.—Letters 
have been received here from St. Paul 
men well posted in railway affairs, 
who state that President Hill is work- 
ing harder than ever td consummate 
his consolidation plan. 

They say that the Deutsche Bank of 
Berlin, representing a majority of the 
bondholders, is ready to advance the 
money necessary for the reorganization 
of the Northern Pacific, about $15,000,- 
000, if it is convinced, that the Hill 
scheme is the right one. Men here who 
have been quietly investigating, state 
that the sentiment of the people of 
Washington and Montana is practically 
unanimous against consolidation, and 
that the Hill-Adams plan will encoun- 
ter a serious obstacle in the Constitu- 
tion and laws of Montana. 

It is given out here today that ex- 
Senator Sanders of Montana has gone 
on the warpath against the consolida- 
tion scheme, with the intention of fight- 
ing it to a finish. Railroad men here 
assert that the Northern Pacific will 
soon be earning enough to nearly or 
quite pay the annual fixed charges of 
$9,000,000, and that this probability is 
fast putting the Hill plan to _ sleep. 
Present earnings are given at the rate 
of $6,000,000 to $7,000,000 above operating 
expenses. 

Before leaving for New York a few 
days ago Receiver Burleigh established 
his headquarters here in the office of 
Vice-President Prescott. Judge Beatty 
of the Idaho Federal Court has eet the 
hearing of the application for Bur- 
leigh’s appointment, and on the resig- 
nations of old receivers, for Monday, 
October 14. General Manager Dickin- 
son left today for Montana on his third 
trip there within ten days. 


BOSTON IS INTERESTED. 


BOSTON, Oct. 11.—The Boston News 
Bureau says that the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company stands in a fair 
way of reorganization this year or the 
early part of next. Boston interests in 
the Union Pacific confirm the plan end 
Kuehn, Loeb & Co. and the Gould es- 
tate in New York are prominently in- 
terested in the plan. Boston interests 
in the reorganization will be taken care 
of by the Ames estate and the Old Col- 
ony Trust Company. The plan has 
been fully underwritten by parties in 
interest. 

The reorganization includes both the 
main line and the Kansas Pacific 
branch lines. A reorganization of the 
branch lines will not be undertaken un- 
til after that of the main line and Kan- 
sas line is completed. The plan will be 
brought before Congress at the coming 
session. The reorganization company 
has not been completely formed, hence 
the news is not ready for announce- 
ment. 

RESTORATION OF RATES. | 


CHICAGO, Oct. 11.—The executive 
officers of the Western roads held a 
meeting here today, at which an 2eree- 
ment was reached for the immediate 
restoration of all rates both east and 
west-bound and for the renewal of all 
other agreements for the strict main- 
tenance of rates. It was agreed to re- 
store the old Western trunk-line pool, 
but on an enlarged basis. All business 
east and west-bound is to be pooled, the 
pooling arrangements to go into effect 
January 1 next. It is to continue in 
effect for at least one year from that 
date and can then only be terminated 
by some road or roads giving thirty 
days’ notice. - 


Hanged for His Crime. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 11.—Harry Lyons was 
hanged today for murder on the night 
of February 1 of Alfred Mason, the 
seenic artist. Lyons attempted to rob 
Mason on the street and in the struggle 
fractured the victim’s skull with the 
butt of a revolver.

JUMPED THE TRACK. 


THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC OVERLAND 
WRECKED AT 


Engine and Mall Car Disabied— 
Fireman and Mall Clerk HMart— 
Passengers All Escaped Injery— 
The Train Delayed Nine Hours. 


Overland train No. 19, south-bound 
from San Francisco, due tn this city 
at 7:30 e’clock yesterday morning, did 
not its destination tilt 6 o'clock 
p.m. The cause of the delay was 4 
wreck about three miles above Lang’s 
Station, forty-five miles north of Los 
Angeles. At that point, about 4:15 
o'clock. a.m., the engine jumped the 
track, and, togéther with the ail car, 
went into the ditch and toppled over. 
The passenger coaches all remained on 
the rails. 

The only persons hurt were I. D. Her, 
the fireman, and C. C. Hiltor. 4 mail 
clerk. [ler was in the cab of the en- 
gine when it went over, his left foot 
was-pinned under some of the machin- 
ery. He was in danger of being 
scalded by escaping steam, ‘ul the 
trainmen put blankets and seat-cush- 
ions between him and the boiler, and 
he was rescued before he received any 
burns, The injury to his foot ta pain- 


ful but not serious. No bones were 
broken. 
Hilton. the mail clerk, hada rib 


broken, and was otherwise bruised and 
injured, but not seriously. He was not 
removed from the wrecked mail car till 
the wrecking train arrived, about Il 
a.m. After his wounds were dressed he 
was placed aboard the north-bound 
overland and sent to his home in San 
Francisco. 

None of the passengers were injured, 
and were not even much shaken up. 
They were all thankful to escape so 
fortunately, though there was some 
grumbling at the delay occasioned by 
the wreck. The wait was a tedious one, 
and as there was not much abeard the 
train to eat, some of the passengers 
suffered the pangs of hunger The 
steward of the buffet car hail rearly 
exhausted his supply of provisions tne 
previous day, and there was searcely 
anything in the larder except beans and 
bread. Beans were served. for break- 
fast and dinner, not only to the Pull- 
man passengers, but to as many others 
as could be reached. 

The train was running on'y about 
twelve miles an hour when the eagine 
left the track, otherwise the e¢onse- 
quences would have been a great deal 
more serious. The engineer, D. H. 
Bain, and the fireman did not have 
time to jump. and both went down in 
the wreck. The engineer escaped in- 
jury altogether. As soon as he felt th 
engine climb the rails, he applied the 
air-brakes, and the train was stopped 
within a distance of 120 feet. The lo- 
comotive was badly wrecked. The 
trucks of the mail car were broken. 
Both the engine and miail ¢ar were lett 
in the ditch. 

As soon as the accident occurred, the 
conductor of the train hastened 
to Lang's Station and telegraphed 
a brief report to Superintendent 
Burkhalter, on whose division the 
wreck took place. He also re- 
ported the matter to Superintendent 
Muir tn this city, and at 7:30 o'clock a 
wrecking-train started for the secne cf 
the accident. In the absence of Dr. F. 
K. Ainsworth, the company’s surgeon, 
Dr. J. T. Stewart accompanied the 
wrecking-train and atter.ded to the in- 
juries of the fireman and the mail 
clerk, 

The work of clearing away the wreck 
and repairing the track took several 
hours. A new locomotive having been 
provided, the delayed train was finally 
able to proceed, reaching ‘he city at 
5 o’clock p.m. Train No. 17 from Ban 
Francisco, due at 2 ‘clock pm.. came 
in at the same time, it, too having 
been delayed by the wreck.

An Annexation Nut to Crack. 
LOS ANGELES, Oct. 10.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) I understand 
that a petition is beng circulated to 
annex Rosedale district as far west as 
Rosedale avenue. Before much has 
been done in that direction, I desire to 
call attention to the injustice, and, I 
think, illegality, of such a movement. 
Let-me say that I live west of Rose- 
dale avenue, and also that I voted to go 


into the city, and, although the enter- 
rrise did not carry, I believe that a sec- 
ond attempt-with-proper effort on the 
day of election would be successful. 

A few years ago there was a move- 
ment made to incorporate this section 
for vario reasons, and at that time 
the Distritt Attorney gave an opinion 
on®°the matter, which seemed wise and 
just; namely, that in the boundaries of 
our intended corporate limits we 
could not divide a school district; that 
is, if we took any part of the University 
school district, we must take all, and 
so. of Rosedale. I believe our present 
District Attorney would today give a 
like opinion. Let us look at the facts 
in the contemplated division of Rose- 
dale school district. We have three 
large, new and nearly new school build- 
ings, costing nearly or quite $50,000. 
Now this proposed annexation will 
take away all the schoolhouses from 
the western half of the school district 
and leave nothing for us but the taxes! 
Buildings, for the construction and sup- 
port of which we have been paying 
very heavy special taxes for five to 
seven years or more, and now very 
much increased on account of the new 
building on Vermont avenue, just being 
occupied, we are to-have no further 
control over, and from which we are to 
receive no further benefits; no priv- 
ileges left us for all that we have done, 
but to continue on, paying taxes for 
eight or ten years to come! 

If this movement should be declared 
legal and practicable, it would be none 
the less a great injustice and a gross 
outrage. But I do not believe, Mr. Edi- 
tor, that the gentlemen engaged in this 
movement will themselves be willing to 
go forward with such an attempt when 
their attention is called to the injustice 
of it. If they will take in the whole dis- 
trict, I believe the part of the district 
left out in this petition would give a 
larger proportionate vote for annexa- 
tion than the part which is included. 

Knowing that The Times is‘ always 
found against what it believes to be in- 
justice and wrong, I make bold to send 
you this hurried letter, that you may

MEMORIES OF STEVENSON. 
HIS SOJOURN IN HAWAII AND conn 


How He Lived on the Islands—Some 
ef His Hawaitan Friends and 
‘the Methods He Used to Enter- 

tain Them.

From the lanais of Hawaii, tempting 
to music; from the sands of Waikiki, 
the beach of poetry, come new verses 
by the master, poems of grace and 
compliment to those in whose lives he 
had deep interest, not. made to go 
abroad in books hunting readers. 

Next to his Samoa Robert Louis 
Stevenson liked Hawaii. To his na- 
tive Scotland he was tied by a senti- 
ment. strong enough to tug gently at 
his heart strings, but not of force suffi- 
cient to draw him thither from tropical 
lands to rack his feeble frame in its 
harassing climate. During his first 
visit to the Hawalian Islands in 1889, 
Stevenson oruised on the yacht Casco, 
which he chartered from its rich owner 
of Oakland, who, when the proposition 
first was made to him to rent his ves- 
sel for.a time, asked: “Who is this 
man Stevenson? Has he any money?’ 
The rich man who owned the yacht is 
dead, leaving his money for other men 
to fight for, ard the man who hired the 
yacht is dead, too, but he left songs 
and tales and essays. 
STEVENSON’S LOVE OF THE PRIM- 

ITIVE ISLANDER. 

Stevenson, whose name is not lost, 
hired a cottage on the fairy beach at 
Waikiki, while the Casco lay in the 
harbor. He met many people of Ha- 
wall and cared for few. He had no 
interest in the evangelizing spirit or 
the commercial spirit. He liked best 
the primitive man of the islands, un- 
baptized and not bartering for powder. 

The man, who in the Cevennes wrote 
“thus to the high entertainment of the 
angels, do we pelt one another with 
evangelists, like schoolboys bickering 
in the snow,” was not driven to en- 
thusiasm by the missionaries of the 
south seas or the effect of their work. 
Still he was gentle and hospitable, and 
he welcomed to his 
cottage all who chose to come, and 
from the many he picked a few friends. 
Amon these was Mrs. Caroline 
Bush, born in the islands, with a trace 
of the island nature warming her af- 
fections, and her son, Henry Poor, in 
whose arteries the blood of the native, 
though but one part in eight parts, ran 
swiftly in love and sympathy for the 
decading members of an ancient race. 

Mrs. Bush and Mrs. Poor were much 
with Stevenson and his party, which 
consisted of his venerable mother, his 
wife and her son and daughter, Lioyd 
Osborne and Mrs. Strong. They were 
asked to participate with him in the 
reception on the yacht to David Kala- 
kaua, the last King of Hawaii, and to 
take part in his simple musical pleas- 
ures.

STEVENSON HIRES A HUT FOR A/| 


STUDY. 

The association of the cottage life 
was charming to Stevenson, but when 
inclined to write he wanted to be alone. 
For his literary temple he hired a hut 
that had been used by servants. The 
walls were covered with newspapers, 
and one shelf held such equipments as 
had been necessary for the simple oc- 


cupants. Inacot in this hut Stevenson 
lay and read and wrote, sometimes 
blowing melodies on his reed pipe or 
his tin whistle. One evening he no- 
ticed a mouse creep cautiously from the 
wall and along the shelf, as though 
listeriing to the music. Stevenson was 
delighted at his visitor. Every night 
thenceforth Stevenson piped his tune 
and the mouse came out at the sound 
and nibbled at bits of cheese that ever 
lay on the shelf after Stevenson had 
first noticed his guest. The musical 
evenings for the pleasure of the mouse 
were sometimes of delight to the host 
of the hut. 

From Hawaii Stevenson went to 
Samoa, and three years later returned, 
once more to taste the pleasures of life 
at Waikiki. At Sans Souci, near Wai- 
kiki, he formed some new friend- 
ships. Among them the family of 
Paul Neumann, formerly of San Fran- 
cisco, the adviser of Liliuokalani at 
the death of the monarchy. He showed 
particular interest in Miss Anita Neu- 
mann, one of the daughters of the coun- 
sellor of the Queen. A short time be- 
fore he left Hawali-on his return trip 
to Samoa on the schooner Equator, he 
chanced to see some lines of verse, an 
inscription to the many charms of mind 
and person of the young woman. These 
interested, possibly amused, Stevenson, 
and he wrote to her verses as a compan. 
ion to those she had shown him. They 
were the last he wrote in Hawaii. The 
young woman to whom he addressed 
them has fulfilled his promise, for in 
July of this year she married, And 
these are the lines he wrote:

Action of the Rain. 

(Longman’s Magazine:)-The rain fall- 
ing on the rocks sinks into every crack 
and crevice, carrying with it into these 
fissures surface material which has 
been degraded by the weather, and thus 
affording a matrix sufficient to s*art 
the growth of vegetation and afterward 
to maintain the plants. The fibers and 
roots of these plants, bushes, and trees 
thus brought into life, growing and ex- 
panding, act as wedges to split up the 
surface of the rocks and to commence 
the process of wearing away. From 
this quality of destruction a large class 
of plants derive the name of Saxifrages, 
or rock-beakers, from their roots pene- 
trating into the minute fissures in 
search of water, and so assisting in the 
process of disintegration. In winter 
the water collected in the hollow and 
crevices becomes frozen, and, expanding 
as it changes into ice, acts like a charge 
of blasting material in breaking up the 


further disintegrated by 
weather, and, being rolled over and 
over and ‘rubbed against each other as 
they are ed away down the moun- 
tain torrents, are ground gradually 
smaller and smaller till from fragments 
of rock they become bowlders, then 
pebbles, and, finally, sand. As the 
mountain stream merges into the river 
the pebbles and coarse sand continue to 
be rolled along the bottom of the chan- 
nel, while the argillaceous particles and 
salts become mingled with the water 
and flow on with it either in suspension 
or solution. 

While this disintegrated process ts go- 
ing on inland the rocks and cliffs cn 
the coast exposed to the sea are suf- 
fering degradation by a similar process,

On account of some such delay it is 
explained that probably the side wall 
was built up and at the same time ex- 
tended only to the line in question, the 
part of the wall in front of the line be- 
ing built afterward. 

There are evidences that one anchor 
has been put in to bind the two por- 
tions. of the wall together, but this is 
regarded as altogether insufficient for 
the strength required. 

Commencing at a point about midway 
in the top of the side wall and extend- 
ing downward diagonally toward the 
front is a well-defined series of cracks 
in the brick as if the wall had been 
nearly broken by some strain from in 
front. There is a considerable bulge 
in the wall outward along where the 


who examined it yesterday, expressed 
the opinion that a good many broken 
eleces of brick have been put in the 
wall, and that some of the ends which 
show are these “‘bats.’”” The joints, that 
is, the space between the bricks, are 
not well filled with mortar, and this 
tends to make the wall weaker. 

Notice has been served on Mrs. Wat- 
tell, the owner of the building, to take 
the necessary steps to strenzthen it 
so it will be safe. 

Building Superintendent Strange says 
that the wall in question can probably 
be anchored together so as to prevent 
danger of serious accident with accom-

City Hall Notes. 


Cc. P. Bockins, a member of the 
Board of Engineers, has filed with the 
City Clerk a request of the Council for 
a thirty days’ leave of absence from 
the city, beginning October 20.

Trial. 

Yesterday’s session in the trial of J. 
Bidwell Errington was simply one long, 
close, well-contested battle from begin- 
ning to end, the combatants being the 
two skilled criminal lawyers who are 
pitted against each other, the stake in 
the game being a man’s life and lib- 
ye} erty. The court: was packed. many

unabated interest 
made on either side. 
After a short discussion, during which 
the jury was sent out of the room, the 
dying statement of Herbert E. Jones 
was introduced by the prosecution, and 
read aloud, while the people listened 
as to a voice from the grave. It served 
only to establish the testimony already 
given in behalf of the people, and 
closed the case for the prosecution. 
Before calling any of the witnesses 
for|the defense, Mr. Spencer rose and 
made a brief, but eloquent and forcible 
address to the jury, in which he out- 
Jined the plan of the defense, and cre- 
ated a wave of sympathy for the de- 
fendant that was plainly felt through- 
out the crowded room. After a few 
graceful remarks concerning: the gen- 
eral intelligence of the twelve men be- 
fore him, and proving the particular 
ability of the speaker to handle a case 
of this kind, Mr. Spencer asserted his 
knowledge of the general good char- 
acter of Errington, and the. fact that

industrious young man, who was reared 
on a farm, and had * worked at 
anything to which he could turn his 
hand, farming. on a thrashing ma- 
chine, or as an electrician, which last 
was his regular business.

He again spoke of Mrs. Jones’s al- 
leged request that Errington accom- 
pany her to the theater, and of his re- 
luctance to do so, and, finally, of Er- 
rington's fright and confusion when 
Jones sprang on him from behind ‘the 
hedge and attacked him. thus bringing 
forth the wild shots in fancied self- 
defense against an attack upon his life. 
Having thus turned a g00d deal of sen- 
timent in favor ef the deféndant by his 
skilful presenting of tne case. Mr. 
Spencer announced that he wished the 
defense to rest strictly upon the law 
and. not sentiment at all, and so sum- 
moned his first witness. 

This was Edward J. Hadfield, a phy- 
sician, formerly of Napa, but now es- 
tablished in» Los Angeles, and his tes- 
timony went to prove the inherited 
nervous temperament and weak men- 
tality of the defendant, and also the 
fact that his left wrist showed bruises 
and abraision of the skin directly after 
the scuffie with Jones, the marks show- 
ing signs of having been made by some 
hard substance. This testimony was 
hauled forth by inches. amid a storm 
of objections from Mr. McComas. 
Many of the objections were sustained. 
but the question had been asked, the 
‘point hinted at. and the jury were 
given an idea upon which to speculate, 
se-Mr. Spencer dwell satisfied. 

When ‘the District Attorney at last 
had the floor he took it out of the wit- 
ness in approved style, almost losing 
his philosophical temper, and suffering 
a corresponding loss of advantage over 
his opponent.

Miss Anderson, accompanied Mrs. Jones 
to her home, and was talking with her 
in her room when Jones came in. Mrs. 
Jones asked Miss Anderson to go out 
of the room for a féw minutes, as she 
wished to speak to her husband. Miss

In. spite of the. verbal: 
sharpshooting that ensued, the witness | 


Anderson complied and sat down in the 
hall. She then went back to the door, 
to tell Mrs. Jones that she would not 
wait, but would see her at supper, and 
before she knocked she heard Jones say, 
threateningly. that he would shoot Er- 
rington on sight. This was the prin- 
CIpal point of Miss Anderson's testi- 
mony, being the part that was 
promptly impeached by tne District At- 
torney, who began a cross-examination 
of merciless severity by handing the 
witness a couple of pages of the type- 
written matter, and asking her to read 
it over. 

There was the silence of keen expecta- 
tion in the room while the young woman 
examined the paper, for it contained 
her own signed statement, made to De- 
tectives Hawley and Moffat on June 25, 
in which she explicitly declared that 
Jones was a kind and affectionate man, 
and that she had never heard him make 
a threat against any one in his life. 

During the scene which followed Miss 
Anderson probably wished herself any- 
where but in that chair, for the District 
Attorney, in spite of the drags put on 
his wheels by the opposing counsel, 
swept objections aside like straws and 
bullyragged the unfortunate witness 
until she was utterly confused and 
ready to cry. | 

She was given a brief respite from the 
rack by the adjournment of the court 
for the noon recess, but at 1:30 p.m. she 
again took the chair. By this time Mc- 
Comas was himself again. He had pre- 
sumably lunched well, and his testiness 
had vanished. At the adjournment the 
case leaned heavily toward the side of 
the defense, and most of the betting was 
on Mr. Spencer, who had sustained 
nearly every point, and whose skilful 
management of a difficult situation 
awoke the admiration of the spectators 
* In the afternoon, though, the tune 
was changed. The defense began to 
waver, and the prosecution landed 
some body blows in spite of the gal- 
lant and skilful play made by the vet- 
eran Senator. Mr. McComas had quite 
regained his customary coolness, and 
dry, sarcastic humor, and his calm de- 
liberation told fu the tug of war that 
followed. 

The damaging statement made by 
Miss Anderson, and which went to im- 
peach her present testimony, was met 
by the attempt to establish the fact 
that many parts had been left out by 
the typewriter, and that she had signed 
the paper without reading it. 

At last, the impeaching question was 
directly put regarding the discrepancy 
in her evidence, and there was a breath- 
less pause to hear her answer. She 
hesitated, but the Judge commanded 
her to reply, and she finally muttered: 
“I don’t remember.” 

The sensation caused by this scene 
had barely subsided when another one 
was caused by the introduction of Miss 
Gertrude Bacon, who had risen from 
her bed in the County Hospital to tes- 
tify in person! although so ill that her 
ante-mortem deposition was taken a4 
few days ago. Ghastly pale and thin 
as a skeleton, the poor girl was half 
carried in by a physician and the dep- 
uty sheriff. When giving her testimony 
her voice was hardly louder than a 
whisper, and the stenographer was 
obliged to read aloud her answers as he 
took them down. 

Miss Bacon is the young dressmaker 
who introduced Errington to Mrs. 
Jones at the latter’s request. At the 
time of the shooting the witness was 
taking care of a sick woman, Mrs. Kin- 
caid. Jones went to her and asked her 
where Errington was to be found, 
threatening at the same time to blow 
out his brains on sight. She refused to 
tell’ the angry man of. Errington’s 
whereabouts, and did tell 
of the threat, as she did not see him, .. 

When asked.if Bevington ever 
urged his attentions upon Mrs Jones, 
she satd: “No, it was all on her side.” 

The District Attorney bore very 
lightly on the cross-examination, as 
the poor woman was utterly exhausted 
by the effort to speak. Going close to 
her, he asked her gently if it were true 
that she was engaged to Errington. 
She shook her head, but when asked if 
her affection for him was not very 
great, she quietly admitted the fact. 
It was a pathetic sight, the dying 
girl rising from her sick-bed and com- 
ing into the courtroom to endeavor to 
save the man she loved from a mur- 
derer’s fate, and the crowded room was 
as still as death as she was lifted 
down from the chair and taken away. 

E. S. Kincaid was then called, and 
corroborated Miss Bacon’s testimony 
as to the threats made by Jones, testi- 
fying that he heard Jones say, on the 
occasion of his visit to Miss Bacon at 
Kincaid’s house: 

“This has gone far enough. I shall 
watch and follow them. There has got 
to be a settlement.,.”’ 

He also testified that Miss Bacon had 


unhappily together. 

Dr. Montgomery was the next wit- 
ness, and his evidence was ux to the 
course of the bullet, and the compara- 
tive height of the two men, although 
the objections of the District Attor- 
ney prevented any point being made as 
to that. 

An attempt was then made to im- 
peach Mr. Sharp's testimony by prov- 
ing that it was a physical impossibility 
for him to have seen the _ shooting 
through the window, after he stepped 
into his doorway upon the firing of the 
first shot. To establish this, E. M. B. 
Fisher, a surveyor, was called, but had 
failed to take the necessary measure- 
ments in his survey of the premises. 
He was accordingly sent down to the 
undertaker’s shop to make sure, and 
while he was gone, C. K. Holloway, 
one of the attorneys for the defense, 
took the stand, and swore that he had 
stood. inside the doorway. and could 
see only thirty feet up the street. 

While waiting for the surveyor, Mr. 
Harner was recahHed fora few ques- 
tions, and also Miss Anderson. but 
nothing new was elicited from either. 

The character witnesses were then 
put on, one by one, and made a good 
showing for the defendant. Miss Anna 
Errington was the first to testify to 
the general good character of her 
brother, and an older brother, W. H. 
Errington, corroborated her state 
ments. 

The other witnesses to Errington’s

Deliberations of the Presbytery 
Brought to a Close—Verdict 
Againat the Pastor. 


Authority of That Body Over the 
Preachers of the Church is Em- 
phatically Sustained. 


Elders of the Firat Church tn the 
Same Roat—BRetng Tried for Sim- 
Inasebordination — The 
Deposed Preacher Defiant. 


Ecclesiastical and civil law in gen- 


eral, the authority and jurisdiction of 
the Presbytery of Los Angeles, and all 
‘the motives and tendencies which cause 
a human being to act or occasion him to 
regret that he did not act, entered into 
the deliberations of the Los Angeles 
Presbytery, sitting as a judicatory body 
in the trial of Rev. Burt Estes Howard 
yesterday. 

It was the second day of the tfial 
and opened with prayer by Rev. A. A. 
Dinsmore, who supplicated the divine 
blessing on the body as a “court of 
Jesus Christ,” and upon the prosecuting 
committee and the defense, that every- 
thing done might be done kindly and 
gently. Williel Thompson, moderator, 
presided, and Vice-Moderator N. H. G. 
Fife sat at his left hand. The trial pro- 
ceedings vegan with Elder H. T. Gor- 
don on the stand. Down in front of the 
witness the Prosecuting Committee 
loomed ominously—W. R. Henderson, 
firm of mouth and severe; W. P. Craig, 
watchful and quiet, and E. E. Gal- 
braith, with an amused, ceep expression 
and a skull cap pulled down over a 
high forehead. 

Mr. Gordon said that he was charged 
with contumacy arising out of the same 
facts occasioning the prosecution of 
Rev. Mr.’ Howard. He was at a meet- 
ing held in the office of J. C. Salisbury 
on June 27, at which committees from 
the presbytery and Westminster 
Church came together and tried to 
reconcile the congregations and dis- 
cussed the action of the presbytery in 
creating the two congregations from 
the First Presbyterian Church, and di- 
viding the money and property into two 
parts, 

R. H. Hartley of Central Church had 
asked Mr. Howard to reconsider his 
decided stand at the conference of the 
committes, and Mr. Howard replied: “I 
cannot, as it would be dishonest.”” He 
might have said something else but 
the witness thought not. The confer- 
ence was quite stern and the discussion 
warm at times. Witness was asked 
Whether Mr. Howard had not said the 
presbytery was dishonest, and _ re- 
plied that he thonght not. Mr. Howard 
denied the authority of the presbytery 
to divide an incorporated church, and 
witness did not advise Mr. Howard to 
éither submit or resist the orders of 
the presbytery. Mr. Hartley had be- 
come very excited during the discus- 
sion, and poked his finger in witness's 
face, and witness was excited and was 
on the point of saying something 
wrong but didn’t. The committee fronf 
Westminster’Church was just as firm 
}as the other commf&tee and the pres- 
bytery, except that a resolution to give 
the Central Church $15,000 was intro- 
duced at the next session meeting. 
The resolution was never acted upon. 
The question whether Mr. Howard had 
given any reason other than the senti- 
mental one of name, history, etc., for 
ignoring the renaming of his church 
by the presbytery was ruled out. 

Superior Judge J. W. McKinley was 
called and testified that he had ad- 
vised the accused both as to the civil 
and ecclesiastical law of the matter. 
Mr. Henderson was on his feet in a 
second and objected to the introduc- 
tion of legal questions into the trial, 
saying that it did not make any dif- 
ference What advice the defendant ‘had 
received, and that the trial concerned 
ecclesiastical matters and not civil law. 
At this point the accused minister ‘dis- 
cussed the objection in an off-hand 
way, and incidentally interjected into 
the discussion the line of defense he 
would present, and all his reasons for 
considering himself not guilty. The 
moderator ruled the question out, the 
witness stepped down, and H. G. 
Wiley, also accused of contumacy by 
the presbytery, took the stand. 

Witness was asked if Howard. had 
not stated that he thought the affairs 
of the church were not in a fair way 
to a happy solution. The moderator. 
upon an objection being made, decided 
that the evidence was immaterial and 
sustained the objection. 

E. R. Brearly, the next witness, said 
Mr. Howard had never denied the 
authority of the presbytery in anything 
except the division of the corporate 
property of the First Church. 

“Was not legal advice obtained that 
the property of the church would 
escheat to the State if the church was 
divided by the presbytery?’ 

This question raised a storm of ob- 
jections from the prosecution and the 
question was not permitted to be 
answered. 

J. H. Stewart, at this point. tried to 
convince the moderator that the line 
of evidence called for by the question 
was all right, but the moderator 
thought he knew his business and shut 
Mr. Stewart off very shortly. 

The present moderator, Mr. Thomp- 
son, said the witness, was the secre- 
tary of the conference and, in the wit- 
ness’s opinion, did not take full notes 
of the meeting. 

R. H. Hartley here interposed a mild 
reproof to the presbytery for not ask- 
ing the witnesses any questions and. 
no one appearing to be much impressed 
with the reproof, Mr. Hartley sat down 
meekly. 

John K. Hoffman, another accused 
elder of the First Church, was sworn 
and said he was at the meeting in Mr. 
Salisbury’s office. Witness corrobo- 
rated the preceding witnesses for the 
defense as to the point that the author- 
ity of the presbytery was questioned 
only in regard to the division of the 
corporate property of the church, and 
then threw a bomb into his own camp 
by saying that some of the conference 
had said to Mr. Harris that, while he 
possibly did not intend to be disre- 
spectful to the presbytery, he was so 
in. fact, 

“Did I not say that there were prop- 
erty rights of others for me to con- 
sider 

This question was objected to as 
tending to establish a standard of right 
and wrong existing in Mr. Howard's 
mind, and having nothing to do with 
the case. The objection was sustained. 

Mr. Stewart again rose to remark a 
few things. He wanted to know if, 
when a member was allowed the floor 
by common consent of the presbytery, 
the moderator could call him to order 
when he saw fit. Some one in the audi- 
ence suggested that Mr. Stewart was 
not talking on any particular subject, 
but Mr. Stewart inSisted on having a 
decision on the point so he could use 
it if he felt like it. The moderator said 
that he had the right to restrain the re- 
marks of any one to proper bounds. Mr. 
Stewart appealed from the ruling, and 
the presbytery sustained the moder- 


Re Mr. Stewart again wilted.

tee, The room is 14x16 feet in size and 
in the third story and the witness 
heard everything said. 

“Had the church receiyed—" 

“Object,” said Mr. Henderson. 

“Advice,” finished Mr. Howard. 

“Objection sustained.” 

Witness sald one questionn to be sub- 
mitted to the First Church congr-ga- 
tion was agreed upon—would they sub- 
mit to pay the new Central Church the 
sum of $23,791 awarded by the presby- 
tery. Mr. Hartley was to ask the 
question. 

Moderator Thompson was called to 
the stand and explained that he kept 
just as correct minutes of the confer- 
ence as he was able to under the cir- 
cumstances, 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


At 2 o'clock the court reconvened, 
and P. D. Young, state's clerk of the 
presbytery, testified that he notified 
Mr. Howard of the action of the pres- 
bytery in dividing the congregation 
and funds of the First Church. 

Mr. Howard then took the stand in 
his own behalf and Mr. Gordon, at 
the suggestion of the Prosecuting Com- 
mittee,. conducted the examination 
the witness. Mr. Howard was at the 
meeting in Salisbury's office and sub- 
mitted the question as to whether the 
church would pay Central Church $23.- 
791 at the meeting of his congregation. 
They refused to pay the money. 

The defense announced that they 
rested, and Rev. R. H. Hartley testified 
that there was no agreement to sub- 
mit only one question to the First 
Church congregation. “I interfered in 
the proceedings at the meeting so as 
to get the remarks of Mr. Howard 
softened somewhat in the records. I 
thought he said things which his cooler 
judgment would not approve. My re- 
gard for him was such as to cause me 
considerable anxiety. I can't remem- 
ber having jeopardized Mr. Gordon's 
safety by poking my finger in his 
face.” 

The prosecution and. defense an- 
nounced themselves as through with 
their evidence, and the case was sub- 
mitted without argument. 

The presbytery adjourned to hold a 
secret session, but reconvened at 6 
o'clock, without having reached a de- 
cision in the matter. 


EVENING SESSION. 


At the evening session, beginning at 
7:30, the charges against the accused 
elders of the church were taken up. 


They are about the same as in the case. 


of Mr. Howard, with the exception that 
the pastor is charged with violating his 
ordination vows. The accused, J. C. 
Salisbury, J. K. Hoffman, H. G. Wiléy, 
M. T. Avery and H. T. Gordon, were 
represented by Mr. Gordon. Mr. Gor- 
don presented a long list of exceptions 
to the charges and demurred to the 
whole of the proceedings upon a great 
many grounds. Mr. Gordon's remarks, 
which took up over an hour. were cut 
short by the moderator’s announcing 
that the presbytery would again go into 
secret session. The presbytery retired 
and returned about 10:30 o’clock with 
the foHowing findings and sentence in 
the case of Rev. Burt Estes Howard: 
THE VERDICT. 

“The presbytery of Los Angeles, hav- 
ing heard the charge against the Rev. 
Burt Estes Howard presented to the 
Prosecuting Committee of this body, 
having carefully considered the testi- 
mony introduced by both parties, with 
the arguments and explanations which 
have been offered, as well by the ac- 
cused as by the Prosecuting Commit- 
tee, is constrained to decide that the 
charge. against the said Burt Estes 
Howard has been fully proved. The 
presbytery having deliberately consid- 
ered the whole case, does hereby unani- 
mously judge and determine that the 
said Rev. Burt Estes Howard ought to 
be and he hereby is suspended from 
the exercise of the functions. all and 
singular, of his office as a minister of 
the gospel, until he shall give satisfec- 
tory evidence of his willingness to sub- 
mit to the authority and decision of 
the presbytery. Respectfully.

The presbytery then adjourned to re- 
convene this morning at 9 o'clock, at 
which time the charges against the 
elders will he resumed.

KING’S DAUGHTERS. 


Their Goeed Work at the County 
Hoeptital. 

In the report of the work given by 
Mrs. Bertha Landt at the fourtl An- 
nual Assembly of King’s Daughters of 
Southern California, she said, the 
King’s Daughters’ ministration In the 
City and County Hospital of Los Ang>- 
les has been carried on in a spiritual, as 
well as a most material manner for the 
last five years, and among the public 
institutions of the city none have been 
the benefictaries of the unveiled sister- 
hood to the same extent as the bospital 
inmates.” The wearers of the “little sil- 
ver cross” are weekly visitants to this 
abode of suffering humanity, where 
hundreds of the city’s and county's in- 
digent sick people are congregated. 
The great depression of the times. and 
especially for the last two years, has 
brought to the hospital's doors men 
who, until sickness overtook them, 
never before accepted charity; men, in 
some instances, of college education, 

The circles particularly ‘nterested in 
the hospital during the past year are 
the Glendale and Tropico circles, whose 
women come gladly over the tnterven- 
ing seven miles to bring flowers, fruite, 
preserves and fresh fruits, and neativ- 
mended clothing. as well as new. This 
circle has also, with the last year, put 
in the women's ward six comfortable 
rocking-chairs. nicely cushioned, and, 
upon one occasion, united with the 
city's King’s Daughters in serving at 
the hospital a delicious treat of cake. 
accompanied with about tifty jars of 
jelly and fruits. The Epworth Circle 
of the First Methodist Church appro- 
priates a sum of money each month for 
fresh fruits at the hospital: aleo giving 
clothing and reading matter: A new 
circle of the Bethlehem Church. while 
composed entirely of working girls, has 
yet taken of their money and time to 
make night-robes for the men in the 
hospital. The “Helpers of the Help- 
less" Circle, the “Prospect Park” and 
other circles also minister gladly to 
add to the comforts of the hospital tn- 
mates. And, besides the circles, a large 
amount of individual work is done in 
the hospital, one King’s Daughter alone 
having. in the last eighteen months. 
distributed in the different wards, 1150 
garments, some new. and the half-worn 
neatly mended and in good order: also 
a large amount of reading matter and 
a quantity of jellies and fresh [frwuite: 
also some money to inmates with whi+h 
to buy cocoa or delicacies not provided 
by the hospital management. 

There has recently been put ‘o that 
Institution of public charity, a tra!ning- 
school for nurses, which is proving sue- 
cessful. There are in the class «'<teen 
young women, under the most e¢Ticient 
management of Mrs. O' Neal. Tie 
King’s Daughters were, to a certain ex-

FREAK OF THE FLUID. 


Break itn a Trolley Causes a Leak of 
"Jaice.”’ 

Electricity was free at the Third- 
street engine-house yesterdayr after- 
noon. The conductor pipes in front 
of the building were thoroughly 
charged with it, and the newsboys 
were having no end of fun with the 
shocks which one and another of them 
would induce others to*take. 

One of the charged pipes was a roof 
drain and led along just under thé side- 
walk to where it could discharge into 
the gutter. The sidewalk over the end 
by the gutter was so hot a “~»person 
could scarcely bear his hand on it. 

City Electrician Francis was sent for 
and. it was learned that a trolley on 
one of the Traction Gompany’s cars hed 
slipped near Main street on Third street 
so as to make a’ break in the trolley 
wire. 

The broken wire had connected with 
the cross wire supporting it. Although 
the cross Wires are ordinarily insulated 
the connection thus made conducted 
the current to the pole at the southwest 
corner of Third and Spring streets, 
From there a guy wire made a path- 
way for the current to another pole a 
little south on the west side of Main 
street. 

From that point a “dead” wire fur- 
nished a way for the conducting of the 
current up over the building near-by 
and over various roofs to the Thid- 
street engine-house. 

A rope was obtained, the “dead” wire 
was pulled down. and the mischief. as 
far as the engine-house was concerned, 
was ended. 

The. greatest danger from ele*tric 
light and trolley wires. says City Elec- 
trician Francis, is on account of “deaa” 
wires which may be about town. By 
“dead” wires are meant those which 
have been but which at present are 
not in use. 

One of these may become crossed 
with a wire carrying a strong current 
and may be perfectly insulated for a 
distance of a number of blocks. At 
some place where such an accident 
would not be suspected, there ts liable 
to be a leak such as would give some 
person a terrible shock, or set a bufld- 
ing on fire. A leak of this kind started 


a fire in a house only a few months 
ago.

Joralemon, writing from 
New York to the California Fruit 
Grower last month suggests that the 
time has now come to inaugurate a sys- 
tem of auction sales of dried fruits: 
“Nobody seems to want to buy any 
dried fruit f.0.b., and, in fact, it is hard 
to sell early fruit even after arrival. 
Many cars of peaches, apricots, raisins 
and prunes are held over from last sea- 
season, which may be one of the draw- 
backs. It is a fact that the distribution 
of California dried fruit is on the In- 
crease, but if speculative agencies here 
advocate holding old coods and by their 
action stop the sale of new crop some- 
thing is radically wrong. It is coming 
nearer every season that owners, grow- 
ers and holders of California dried fruit 
will be obliged to carry their product at 
home until such time as a market may 
geem desirable. Sales f.o.b. (by rejec- 
tions caused by differences in quality, or 
the market) are becoming less profitable 
than a consigned shipment without re- 
strictions. Count your’ telegraphic 
charges and bank annoyances on a re- 
jected car, and it will more than equal 
the direct charge for selling the goods 
on consignment. It seems almost im- 
possible to sell anything f.o.b., and con- 
signments to agencies are peddled out 


which he expresses the opinion that the 
time for wheat-raising in California is 
fast passing away, a prospect which he 
welcomes with satisfaction. Mr. Davis 
has been for years closely associated 
with the grain and milling interests. 
and is well adapted to give a fair 
opinion on this important subject. 

Mr. Davis shows that the wheat 
yield of the State has apparently 
diminished, the past eight years showing 
a falling off of 4 per cent. as compared 
with the previous eight years.

thalers. Their butter is sold in Berne 
and in Paris, bringing about 60 cents 
a pound. The veal of their calves is the 
finest in the world. It is nearly all 
consumed at Berne. The farmers don’t 
kill until they are four months old, 
when they weigh about 200 pounds, 
rough weight, which is quite a differ- 
ence from the Jerseys, which at that 
age will hardly come up to 150 pounds, 
The farmer in Switzerland who owns 
ten or twenty acres of pasture will keep 
four or five of these Simmenthaler 
cows, making from each cow from 450 
to 500 pounds of butter a year. These 
cows do all the work of the farmers, 
hauling out the manure and ploughing. 

y are very quick walkers and seem 
to be endowed with unusual intelli- 
gence. They are fed in the summer 
time hay from the celebrated mattens, 
and in the winter time a little bran, pos- 
sibly a few oats. These cows will give 
milk and do all the work on the farm 
until they average about ten years old, 
when they are dried off and fattened 
for beek The beef will bring 5 cents 
more a pound in Berne than any other 
beef, and when scarce often goes up as 
high as 10 cents more a pound. You 
can see where the profit will come to 
‘the farmer in this. The fat is beauti- 
fully distributed throughout the beef. 


(San Francisco Call:) We were shown

measured 11x11% inches in circumfer- 
ence and weighed exactly sixteen 
ounces, says the Willows Journal. It 
was of the Sellers cling variety and was 
a beautiful peach. Mr. Hiett, the pro- 
priector of the Biggs stage line, informed 
us that the aforesaid orchard was full 
of such peaches, and that a box was 
shipped from there yesterday contain- 
ing twenty peaches, the weight of the 
peaches alone being twenty-four 
pounds. While we were writing the 
above, L. W. Boswell entered our office 
with several large peaches in his hand, 
which on measurement proved to aver- 
age 11%xll inches in circumference. 
Mr. Boswell informed us they were 
from the Hammond place, adjoining 
that of Hatch & Rock, aboye noted, 
and the fruit was the Sicily cling va- 
riety. He had seen 250 boxes packed, 
and every peach in them wae as large 
as those brought to this office.

Experiments with Potatoes. 
(Garden and Forest:) It is well known 
that seed potatoes which are stored for 
late planting often become soft, while 


when two equal lots of potatoes were 
taken, one being left in the cellar, the 
other spread in a dry, well-lighted, mod- 
erately-warm room. On April 20, both 
lots were planted side by side and the 
plants from the unsprouted seed came 
up first, looked the best throughout the 
season, and produced a greater amount 
of potatoes and a greater proportion of 
large ones with fewer ill-shaped tubers. 
Of course, it hardly needed an experi- 
ment to demonstrate the superiority of 
unsprouted seed, but since no one can 
afford to grow anything but the very 
best crops it would seem to be worth 
while to take every precaution to pre- 
vent sprouting, or to secure second crop 
seed from the South, which is rarely af- 
fected in this way. ~ 


Much butter is lost where the cream 
is gathered in the ordinary way by 
churning it when it is not fully 
ripened...

The Ride That Saved an Empire. 


At the First Congregational Church 
last evening Hon. J. W. Fairbank de- 
livered his lecture entitled “The Ride 
That Saved an Empire.” The theme

THE ACTIVE BUILDING OPERATIONS 
NOW PROGRESSING. — 


A Cinch on La Canyada Water—The 
Funerhl of the Late W. D. Me- 
Gilvray—A Chinaman Gets the 
Usual Dose of Law. 


PASADENA, Oct. 11.—(Regulear Cor 
respondence.) Building operations are 
proceeding briskly in various parts of 
town. The new building begun a few 
weeks ago on Raymond avenue, just 
north of Colorado street, is completed, 
and the handsome new structuré at the 
corner of Locust street and Raymond 
is also finished and occupted, and a ce- 
ment sidewalk has been built the whole 
length of the block in front of it. The 
next movement of the property-owners 
on that block, and the remaining 
dlock between Locust and Colorado, will 
probably be the paving of the street 
with asphaltum, to make it uniform 
with South Raymond avenue. The Mc- 
Gilvray & Torrance Block is receiving 
the finishing touches, the Richardson 
Building, one of the handsomest busi- 
ness blocks in town, is virtually fin- 
ished, and the tenants are moving in; 
the new depot of the Southern Pacific 
road is receiving its tiled roof, and the 
Emil Deitz building is being rapidly 
pushed. By the list of November all 
these business buildings will be com- 
pleted, and the main portion of town 
will be in first-class shape to handle the 
winter's traffic. In residence building, 
the activity continues unabated. A 
man who bought a lot on North Ray- 
mond avenue a month ago, moved last 
week into his new house, a handsome 
nine-room cottage, which had been 
completely built from the ground up 
within that time. Several elegant resi- 
dences are being constructed in various 
parts of the town. Notable among 
these is the Durand house on Orange 
Grove avenue, built in the Mooresque 
style, and palatial in dimensions. The 
exterior is almost finished, and when 
the building is complet it will be, 
without question, one of the _ finest 

eces of domestic architecture § in 

uthern California. Mra. Meeker is 
building a house in the Spanish style 
on North Raymond avenue. On Or- 
ange Grove avenue a half-dozen ele- 
gant houses are being built, and all 
over town residences of a good class of 
architecture, calculated. to improve the 
localities in which they are being con- 
atructed, are being built. The resi- 
dence improvement is mainly north of 
Colorado street, Raymond, Marengo 
and the streets east of them being the 
most favored by new-comers. The two 
schoo] buildings are beginning to as- 
sumeshape. The Lake-avenue structure 
is almost entirely inclosed, and work 
is going rapidly forward. The Lincoln- 
avenue building is at a standstill on ac- 
count of the lack of rough lumber for 
the framing. The material was ordered 
and shipped nearly a month ago, and 
the vessel upon which it was sent from 
the North is now almost two weeks 
overdue, a fact which can not be ex- 
plained, and which seems to cause the 
shippers some uneasiness. The work 
on the buildings is being carefully in- 
inspected by Mr. Boynton, a former 
member of the Board of Education, and 
that fact is a guarantee that it will be 
performed according to the specifica- 
tions of the contracts. 


HAS A CINCH. 
J. H. Lanterman has, it is claimed by 


the stockholders of the La Canyada 


Water Company, a “cinch” on the 
pearly liquid that meanders through 
the flumes of that fair vale, and he 
proposes to tighten the same to the full 
limit of the patience of the water com- 
pany’s patrons, who are wroth and are 
likely to comprehend the meaning of 
the word “monopoly.” as they have 
never done before. The troubles of the 
valley show the wisdom of the charter 
of the Lake Vineyard Company of Pas- 
adena, which makes it possible for the 
consumers to be restricted to starvation 


- pations of water, and prevents such 


performances as are, it is alleged, be- 
ing carried on in La Canyada. The pat- 
rons of the company of which Lanter- 
man is the principal stockholder, have 
been in the habit of being supplied with 
water for two or three hours every day, 
but now it is said the prime minister of 
King Water in that neighborhood has 
sent forth his ultimatum that hence- 
forth no one shall have any of the fluid 
for irrigation or domestic purposes 
oftener than once a month, unless he 
makes a special arrangement. It is 
claimed that it is a practical impossi- 
bility to store domestic water for a 
month's time without storage reser- 
voirs, and private consumers cannot be 
expected to have those, and even if 
they had they claim that the water 
would become stale and unwholesome 
and filled with disease germs. Mr. Lan- 
terman’'s side of the case has not yet 
been heard, but it is claimed by the in- 
dignant consumers of water in La Can- 
yada that he is attempting to hold up 
the valley and get a high price for ex- 
tra water. Some very uncomplimentary 
things are being said anent this action, 
and, though the change will not go into 
effect before May 1, 1896, there are very 
serious apprehensions that the subétan- 
tial growth of prosperity in La Can- 
yada may be checked by this action, 
showing a tendency toward rapacity on 
the part of those having the controlling 
interest in the water company.

STREET RAILWAY, 


A Battery Case in Freeman’s Court. 
Pleasant Suarprise—Accidents at 
‘Anaheim — The Tandem Race — 
News Notes and Personals. 


SANTA ANA, Oct. 11.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) It is now qutfte likely 
that after October 19, Santa Ana will, 
for a short time, at least, be without a 
street railroad or rather without the 
use of it. For the past several years 
the present street rajlway company has 
claimed+that it has been operating the 
road at a loss, and that it could no 
longer so continue to do. But it contin- 
ued to operate after a fashion, and 69 
continued with the assistance of citi- 
zens who contributed to its support and 
its own help, until she present time. It 
now, however, when the city is trying 
to push ahead by the paving of its 
princnpal etreets, wants te give up its 
franchise, and, from indications, it 
looks as if both the City Council and 
the people generally, are willing to ac- 
cept the company at its word and to 
allow them to take up the rails and ties 
ow now constitute the unprofitable 


road.

SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 11.—(Rég- 
ular Correspondence.) A short time 
ago there was an insurance-rate war 
in this city, and most property-owners 
took advantage of it to secure lower 
rates. When they re-insure they will 
not look so much at the fates as to 
the reputation of companies for pay- 
ing losses. Not a dollar of insurance 
has been paid upon the most disas- 
trous fire that occurred in the county 
| the present year, that at the Arrowhead 
Hot Springs. The hotel was burned on: 
the Fourth of July of this year, and 
on the property was. $30,000 of insur- 
ance. The companies could not begin 
to replace the property destroyed for 
that amount and the delay seems to 
be purposeless, and it is certainly re- 
tarding the rebuilding of this popular 
resort. 

soon after the fire it was s 
authority that as soon as inSurance 
matters were adjusted, the work of 
rebuilding would proceed, but nothing 
has been done looking to replacing the 
burned resort. When it was found that 
no agreement could be reached be- 
tween the insurance people ‘and the 
owners, although there was no ques- 
tion but that the loss was total], it was 
agreed on both sides to submit the 
matter to arbitrators, which was done.’ 
After examining’all the evidence ob- 
tainable, the arbitrators were unani- 
mously in favor of the owners, award- 
ing them the full amount of the insur- 
ance. But it has not been paid. 

The Arrowhead people are still talk- 
ing of rebuilding, when the insurance is 
settled. There are still rumors aficat 
with reference to the proposed electric 
road from Arrowhead station and Mr. 
Coulter, speaking of the subject a few 
days ago, said it was still the plan to 
build the road first, and use it in the 
transportation of materials for the 
construction of the new building. 

The same state of affairs exists in re- 
laition to the Terracina Hotel at Red- 
lands, though in that case there was a 
discrepancy between the price paid by 
the then owner of the hotel property 
and the face of the insurance policies. 
SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT'S SAL- 

ARY., 

Judge Otis rendered a decision this 
morning to the effect that County Su- 
perintendent of Schools Miss Mogeau 
cannot draw any extra compensation 
for services as a member of the County 
Board of Education.

TELEGRAPH BILLS DISALLOWED. 

The Board of Supervisors has decided 
that it cannot legally allow the bills of 
the Sheriff for telegraphing inside the 
county; bills for telegraphing to points 
outside the county will be allowed as 
heretofore. Sheriff Holcomb thinks 
that this decision will greatly interfere 
with the prompt arrest of criminals 
and will either facilitate their escape or 
make arrests more expensive. He can 
only use the wire inside the county at 
his own expense, but outside the county 
it becomes a public charge. The Sheriff 
says that arrests inside t county in- 
volve less expense than ettside, and if 
fugitives from crimjzal proceedings 
can be intercepted ore they leave the 
county or State it saves the cost of 
sending so far after them and trans- 
porting them back. 

TEXTBOOKS IN CITY SCHOOLS. 

The new manual and course of study 
for the city schools, which has just 
been published by Supervising Principal 
Kirk, under authority of the Board of 
Education, has slighted two textbooks 
provided by the State, and which the 
State law says must be used in the 
schools. In the departments of history 
and physiology, Prof. Kirk has intro- 
duced textbooks which he considers 
better, but which the State law does 
not permit being introduced. 

Soon after school opened there was 
an unusual amount of complaint from 
parents about the cost of new books, 
and wanting to know the reason for the 
same. The complaints finally reached: 
the County Superintendent’s office, and 
Miss Mogeau at once began to investi- 
gate, with the result that she found 
‘Montgomery's History” and “Blais- 
dell’s Physiology” laid down in thé 
course of study in the city schools, in- 
stead of the books provided by the 
State, and pupils were forced to get

ONTARIO, Oct. 11.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) During the month of Sep- 
tember there were shipped from Ontario 
7083 boxes of lemons, making a total of 
26,913 boxes for the season. The sum 
of $30,000 was paid last month 
to the lemon-growers of this. vi- 
cinity, and Manager Woodford says 
this amount will be doubled before 
the end of the season. The lemon acre- 
age is only about one-fifth that of or-

BETTER MAIL SERVICE WANTED 
AT PHOENIX. 


Eiffect the Reorgantaation of the 
Santa Fe System Will Have 
on Teceon.

PHIOENLX, Oct. §8.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The late detention of the 
mails has demonstrated the need for a 
better powtal service out of Phoenix. At 
present mail can only be sent south- 
ward, while the northern route is run- 
ning an empty mail compartment dally. 
The service to the southward ts all that 
it could be, when there are no washouts 
on the Southern Pacific and Maricopa 
and Phoenix. but in such an event there 
is no alternative of sending mail north- 
ward. Furthermore, matl from Atlan- 
tic and Pacific points for Phoenix is 
still sent around via Albuquerque and 
the Southern Pacific. The business men 
here are strong in their denunciations. 
They have as yet done nothing prac- 
tical, however, toward an alternative 
service, 

NEW Y. M. C. A. QUARTERS. 

The present dingy and unsatiefactory 
quarters of the Y. M. C. A. will soon be 
abandoned for something better. The 
second floor of the new Creighton 
Riock on First avenue has been leased 
for two years by the ‘organization. The 
new quarters will include a public hall 
26x40 feet, a gymnasium, large double 
parlors, reading-room, game-room, bath- 
room and offices. A subscription will 
be started soon for the raising of $1000, 
which it is expected will be easily forth- 
coming. The popularity of the organi- 
zation in Pheenix will doubtless be aug- 
mented with commodious and pleasant 
quarters. 

AN ANCIENT MARINER. 

The recent high water in the Salt 
River brought out some hardy nav- 
igators, who, not heeding rushing 
and muddy waters, braved the 
stream, with various results. One 
would-be mariner was an old gen- 
tleman, name not given, who would 
cross the stream at all hazards.
